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Farm improvement work Is a com* 
paratively new departure. It has only 
been in the laat four or Ave yeara that 
a few isolated counties in the middle 
west ata'tea have taken up this work oh 
a large ' scale. However, it is a very 
logical result of an endeavor to secure 
maximum results on the farm. >' 

*The first real start In agricultural im- 
provement^oa the establishing of,, ag* 
ricultural- colleges' In' prectlcallv ail 
states in the union. Their work being 
largely experimental/ it was found' ex 
tremely 'difBcult to dissemtnate the in- 
formation gained from their experi* 
ments in such a way as to be useful to 
' the average farmer. Farmers Insti- 
tutes then took up the work of passing 
out this information in such a way as 
to'be of service. These were followed 
by a series of corn shows and finally by 
a number of short courses in agricul- 
ture, held at different parts of the city. 

But the last and most- improvement 
ik-^-r-r- t ,^^^^^? ^^^ County farm improvenvent. 
^•^hat is jilacing a farm advisor in each 
county.' In this last step, every man's 
farm is treated as an individual problem 
mucii the same as a physician is called 
in to diagnoae and prescribe for a cer- 
tain and distinct diseases. The farm 
advisor is called upon to prescribe for 
certain . and distinct soils It is the 
surest thing in the world that no two 
farms are alike, any more than two 
people are, and Ihat nn individual pre< 
scription must necessarily be made for 
«very farm. This in short is the work 
of a county farm advisor, to act In the 
capacity of a soil and crop physician. 

The matter of waste land alone-^ 
little patches here and there that for 
• some reason or another do not produce- 

Is in itself enough to warrant the em- 
ployment of an expert, for by treating 
■at slight expense, these small tracts 
can be brouorht into fuir production. A 
short time ago, it was my pleasure to 
visit a farm in this county. This farm 
of over 100 acres, contained^ four dis- 
tinct and separate types or soils, each 
j-equiring a particular treatment for 
best results. This man was using a 
liberal application of manure all over 
the farm.but for-some uijknown reason 
or other be could not secure satisfac- 
tory crops except in spots. That's the 
point. 

Just about one-third of his acreage 
for want of a better understanding of 
conditions was yielding less than one. 
half of what it ought to. Result— low 
average of production for the entire 
place. '^In this case certain things were 
prescribed which at vei^y slight expense 
to the man himself will without ques- 
tion bring maximum returns, for , the 
entire acreage. Take this man's case 
and apply it through the entire county, 
and one can hardly realize the amount 
, of increased return to the county as a 
whol<?. We must also remember, that 
Increased '. pi'oduction does not. onlv af • 
feet the farmer himself, and his family 
but the merchants, the^ doctor, the 
. lawyer; in fact every man, woman and 
child in the county. Increased ^produc- 
tion means increased prosperity ^or 
everyone. ■ 

To say that it Is worth while- la to say 
very little, bilt we must all remember 
that in order to make a farm Improvtl- 
mentmove in this county, a thorough 
success, which it must be, everyone In- 
terested must go into It with the tight 
spirit and the Idea of helping In every 
way possible, co-operaiing both in 
spirit and practice to make Lake coun- 
ty the {greatest success > In farm im- 
provement. 

Allow me to sound -a warning right 
now,, in regard to seed corn.

Duquoin the Onir BJg Town to Wlthstantl 
Campaicn at Tuesday Ctectlon^No ' 
New "Wtl" Territory 



Women swarmed to thepolla. Tues- 
day in twenty-five Illinola municipali- 
ties, ardwith the single'^excep^lon of 
Duquoin,' dealt-savagely with the sa- 
loons. It was, their first chance to yote 
directly on tha^^aloon! question under 
the township unit local option jaw as 
permitted by the statutory suffrage act 
passed by the last legislature. 

Of a total of twenty four cities and 
towns voting under the township unit 
law the drys won or retained eighteen, 
the weis held'five. and there was a tie 
in one. 

The number of saloons .eliminated is 
estimated roughly at sixty-five. One 
county, Massac, joins the ranks of the 
"totally dry," bringing the later num- 
ber to thirty- one out of 102 in Illinois. 

The four most important cities af- 
fected by the voting Tuesday were 
Jacksonville, Beardstown, Duquoin and 
Petersburg. Duquiorirtiow with salooris 
keeps them by a majority of 350. The 
women vote was almost'an even break, 
with 1,200 of them voting. This was 
the central point of thp soathVrn lllf- 
nois battling. 

The other three cities ^vent dry, but 
in each instance'^the vote Qf the men, 
separately considered was against the 
saloons and thfe big dry majority rolleQ 
up by the >vomen voters, swelled the 
dry lead. 

The towns \yhich voted **dry*' are: 
Batchtown, Bbardstown^ Brookport, 
Carlin, Coulterville,' Grand Chain, Ham- 
burg. Hardin, Jacksonville, Metropolis, 
Percy, Petersburg, Pinck'neyville,Rock- 
wood, Thebes, Ullin, "Virginia, Willia- 
ville. ,, 

Remaining In the *'wet*' column are: 
Brussels, Duquoin. Kamosville, Mound 
City, Mounds, Steeleville. 

Jacksonville, without saloons for six 
years, undeK^he'township , option law, 
refused tb|iern[{it them to re-enter busi- 
ness; although the liquor men put up a 
tremendous battle, proffering a "model 
license" ordinance. ' The answer of the 
women, after the hottest campaign ever

The origion of the fire id a mystery 
and;iever will bevsolved, Mr. Seifert* 
who returned Tuesday morning with his 
brother-inlaw, Richard Urunke and Ed 
Giese, says that he and his two com- 
panions and his care taker, Herman 
Martin left the lodge at 12 o'clock Sun- 
day noon. When they returned at 4 , 
o'clock after hunting, they found the 
place razed to the ground and they had 
lost everything excepting the clothea: 
they hau on their backs. 

The lodge was 2UxiJ0 feet, two stories 
built of logs and finished nicely inside. 
In the basement and in the cupboards 
were foodstuU's sulficient to care for a 
dozen men for almost a year and great 
were the plans made to entertaim cheta 
this winter. 

"X hud just got things in shape after 
years' work, to muKe some money and 
take things easy," daid Mr. Seifert. 
"Then when XgetlDacR from a hunting 
jaunt, 1 find the place burned to the 
ground. Well, I shall start in at once 
and rebuild it and get ready for my 
triedns just as soon as possible." He 
carried no insurance.

^ 1 A u heavy ralne provall. 

Thero is a conaldemblo 
Variation In tho tompera- 
turo on tho coast and on tho -lofty 
plateau In tho Interior of tho country, 
A beautiful spring follows tho Intonao 
■cold, and In tho month of March, whllo 
tho highest mountains still carry whito 
flnowcaps, tho valleys aro growing 
^een; wild flowers blossom every- 
•where, and the weU-known roses In • 
4ho gardens round about Shlraa aro 
already In bud. Very soon tho re- 
freshing spring showers ceaso, sum- 
vner approaches rapidly. In this part 
«)f the world, and with tho hot wcath- 
«r( gusts of wind, driving before them 
clouds of dust, rush through the partly 
cultivated plains and over the ripen- 
ing fields. When this time arrlvos, the 
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popples are In full blossom and the 
breeze Is laden far beyond thcso prot- 
iy poppy plantations with tho narcotic 
odors of the, largo, delicate white flow- 
ers that aro mlxod hero and thoro 
"With beautiful shaded vlolot ones. Af- 
ter a favorable rainy season tho poppy 
fields aro a lovely sight, and a beau- 
tiful 'feature In tho landscape. The 
■flowers stand high and healthy on 
their tall, straight stems, and within 
them soon 'appears a large fleshy 
poppy-head which contains the opium 
ijul^gv'alid 'UlsD later, when dry. the 
'vaiuablo poppy seeds. Such a sight 
Is a delight to the owner of tho plan- 
tation, for he sees In prospect a glo- 
rious harvest. Round about Shiraz as 
far as Ispahan, southward to tho coun- 
try of tho dato palm, n great deal of 
opium Is grown, and several thousand 
chests ore shipped from Shiraz to 
China and various places In Europe, 
«very season. Tho collecting . of the 
opium Julco begins In Juno, when, the 
■flowers having faded and the leaves 
fallen, tho poppy heads are ready to 
toe "bled." 

For this purpose a peculiar knife Is 
oroployed. It has a thick. handle In 
which several thin, short blades, an 
inch In length, are set and with which 
several parallel cuts may be made 
•with one stroke. When the 'sun 
stands low on tho western horizon, the 
men with tho above-montionod toolb 
start tholr work, making one or two 
Incisions In the fleshy green skin of 
the beads on tb6 side towards the sot- 
ting sun. During the cool night hours 
the brown, strong-smelling, viscous 
Juice oozes out and collects In pearl- 
Uko drops on the surface of the seed 
Tossel. Before the rising sun gains 
pufllclent power to ^ dry or crystallize 
the sticky substance, tho gathering Is 
In full swing. Stepping carefully 
from plant to plant, the men gather 
tho opium on tho broad blades of their 
crescent-shaped collecting knives, 
which hove an upturned back about 
an Inch high to prevent the Julco from 
dropping off. As soon as a knife Is 
full It Is handed to tho owner of tho 
field or his foreman, who stands 
among the coUnctors to see that nono 
of the precious drops ore hidden away 
by the workers to Increase tholr dally 
wages. As soon as tho morning's 
work Is over, the flelds are deserted 
until tho afternoon, when new inci- 
sions have to bo made. Kach plant Is 
tapped twice, and a largo poppy-head 
gives from twenty to thirty grains of 
opium. A few days aro sufllclont to 
finish a* field; then the poppy heads 
are left alone arid, robbed of tholr 
nourishing Juice, the sun dries them 
up. In a few days they' begin to 
shrink and change color, and -when 
they aro quite withered and have as- 
fiumed a yellow brownish tint thdy aro 
gathered by children, collected In 
heaps 'on a suitable spot and threshed 
out ^ith long sticks by women, The 
seed Is then winnowed preparatory , to 
Its- sate and export. It contains about 
forty per cent, of oil. which la largely 
used In Franco and other countries In 
tho place of ollvo til, which It rfr 
Homblea closely. It conta^s no opi- 



um. The Juice Is sold tnjargo co 
per vessels by the grower to tno mr 
chant. In whoso hands It undergcf 
several processes In order to preaei^ 
It from fornientatlon and decay. 

On sunny, fine, hot days the If* 
slan 'caravanserl whore opium dea>*8 
havo their ofllces present an Intoilt- 
Ing feature. Tho Julco Is broughtut 
to bo made Into cakes for export. Ju 
largo wooden"^ boards, two and aalf 
feet long and one and a half eot 
broad, tlio sticky mass Is sprea^ut 
with spade-like tools to permLf^o 
water U contains to evaporate,, xpo- 
rlencod' workers move from bofl to 
board, turning over the layers, Very 
no,w and then that the heit at/sun 
may dry up tho exposed surfac'and 
render the opium fit for makli'Into 
cakes. ^In favorable weather th proc- 
ess takes only an hour or so, d tho 
opium la ready for the next mlpula- 
tloil. Tt Is now Bcrapod offnd Is 
rolled into stiff dough-like luii tind 
handed to a man, who dlvfdei Into 
smaller portions, weighing orpouiid 
each, which he passes on to t^mold- 
er, by whom they aro pressediio the 
wooden forma and then la) on a 
largo board for tho final drj^ proc- 
ess. When this Is comphd tho 
cakes are rolled up In red ^er Im- 
ported specially from Chlnniid are 
then tied up with red strli^ The 
cakes aro then-ready for pacig- One 
hundred and forty-four aro |[ln tin- 
lined wooden^ cases with ipy-stom 
chaff as packing, »The woth cases 
are covered with stong bldefid sack- 
ing. Two cases form a Me load. 
The percentage of morphlaiFerslan 
opium varies from nine p|cent. to 
twelve per cent In formeWars tho 
Persian opium had a very p reputa 



tlon In the London market, for It was 
frequently adulterated with a sub- 
stance named "aunjedah," but the 
fraud was, of course, easily detected, 
and a good many dealera were ruined 
Much. opium Is used In Persia Itself; 
In fact, tho consumption has grown 
to a deplorable extent, whl.ch causes 
considerable anxiety to the authorities. 
There are opium dens In every largo 
town, and the sickening sweot smell 
arising from tho opium pipes streams 
out of every tea and coffee house In 
the country. Tho distressing specta- 
cle of Intoxicated opium smokers may 
bo seen everywhere In Persia, and 
those who do not caro to smoke the 
drug havo taken to the small pill box 
found In every Peralan's breast pocket 
Now and then efforts are made to put 
a stop to this excessive use of opium. 
but In vain; and so long as the highest 
omclals Indulge In Us abuse, no re- 
strictions will be effectlvo In prevent- 
ing tho lower classes from ruining 
themselves. Persia Is doomed, and Its 
downfall cannot bo arrested.

dried it out. Be sure that it is dry and 
then keep it so, for corn once dried out 
'will take on moisture again and if not 
taken care of will freeze and harm the 
fierm, resulting in a poor germination 
and by all means teat your com next 
spring or more preferably test it this 
winter and next spring both. 

Seed oats are very light this year. 
This means that a large proportion of 
your oats contains no berries, and are 
merely empty hulls, or that a certain 
portion of them, while they do contain 
a berry have such a weak germ that 
they will not produce the kind of plant 
that you are looking for next spring. 

In your spare time this winter, if you 
have a good fanning mill, grade the 
oats out and save only the best, bright- 
«st and heaviest seed for next spring. 
It will pay you. It is always well to 
remember that the seed determines 
what kind of a plant you are going to 
have, and in the end of course deter* 
mine the yield. Do not plant weak 
seed, and this is an excellent time of 
the year from now on to look after this 
seed proposition.

. City of Moxico, Nov. 5.— Proaiacut 
uluorta must resign tho prosldeiicy of 
. (Moxico without loss of ttmo and must 
mot loavo as hlo successor Gen. Auro- 
iliano Illnnquet, his mintstor of war, or 
mny othor mombor of his oniclal fam- 
ily or of tho unofllclal cotcrlo that ho 
imlfiht bo expected to control. 

This ultimatum from Wnehlngton 
has been convoyoa to President Huor- 
tft through his private secretary. Sonor 
iRahago, by Nelson O'Slmughnessy. 
lAmorican charge d'affaires, acting un- 
der inatrucUona from tho stato ;lopart- 
ment 

Sonor Rabago presented tho memo- 
randum to his chief lato Sunday, but 
Oil). to Monday evening President Huor- 
ta had returned no answer, and, so far 
as could bo leaniod, had guarded Ita 
contents from almost all his olHclal 
and Intimate counaelors. 

Those who learned of tho Washing- 
ton note regard General Huorta's posi- 
tion as one In which ho will be forced 
to give one of two answers — refusal 
point blank to comply with tho de- 
mand, possibly going so far as to hand 
tho diplomatic representative hla pass- 
ports, or tho elimination of hlmseU 
oniclally. 

Those most Intimate with tho Mexi- 
can president Insist that tho latter 
course will not bo taken for many roa- 
Bons, chief among which la that such 
action would be tantamount to sub- 
mission to the rebels. 

Ofllclal Jlexico is no longer In doubt 
that the Washington administration 
favors the rebel cause, and Is con- 
vinced that this is the means adopted 
by President Wilson and Secretary 
33r>-an to assist Carranza to win. 

General Huorta summoned to the 
national palace at night the diplomatic 
corps, but for what purpose was not 
revealed. 

Three of the ministers, those of 
Germany, Norway and Russia, were 
absent. They have been In Vera 
Cruz, where they were in conference 
with President Wilson's representa- 
tive, John Llnd, who la understood to 
he fully conversant with tho latest 
roprosentatlons from Washington. 

Washington, Nov. 5. — A press dis- 
patch from Mexico City was read to 
Secreary Rryan over tho telephone. 
Ho manifeatcd much Interest, but said 
ho would make no ofilclal comment 

All last evening the secretary had 
been expecting news developments 
and prepared to stay up late to re- 
ceive dispatches. 

It was reported In diplomatic cir- 
cles that copies of tho ultimatum had 
been transmitted to all foreign gov- 
ernments by the United States inline 
fvr\lh the policy of keeping tliem ia- 
formed of every step taken in the Mex- 
ican situation. 

Tho ultimatum was regarded by of- 
ilclal Washington as the Urst atep in 
tho American program for which tho 
TJuitPd States had asked all nations 
■to wait before they formulated any 
piew policy toward Moxico. 

It waa learned, too, that tho Wash- 
ington adminlatration had Indicated 
ft desire to all foreign powers that 
any government act up as a result of 
■the election of October 2C should not 
ihe recognized until the United States 
ihad communicated its vlows on the 
Bubject. 

Tho president does not believe that 
Huerta will go to the length of de- 
claring war, but it is expected that 
unless ho agrees to quit he will break 
off diplomatic relations with the Uni- 
ted States. 

The "war plana" of tho army ord- 
nannp department aro completed, and 
for tho flrat time in hlst--^/ Uncle 
Sam is in readiness at a nioment'a 
notice to. arm and equip GOO.OOO men 
to send Into the field in tho event of 
war with a flrat-class power. These 
plans have been worknd out during 
iho last six yeara by Lieut. Col. J. T. 
Thompson under the -direction of 
RrlK- Gen. William Crozler. chief of 
bureau. 

Reports from John Llnd, Prcsldeift

ASSERTS THE COUNTRY 18 WA- 
TERLOGGED WITH BONDS. 



Telle Financiers In Chicago That 

Overissue of Securities Is Fatal 

Debauch. 

Chicago, Nov. 1.— JamoB J. Hill, tho 
dean of the nation's railroad builders, 
on Thursday night told 900 flnanclera 
and men of commerce that "credit had 
been abused"— that "the country la 
waterlogged with bonds." and that "If 
the present abuse of credit contfnuea 
an abyss of possible Buffering and 
financial distress opens before ua." 

Mr. Hill delivered his warning In an 
address at the annual banquet of the 
Investment Rankers' Association of 
America at tho Congress hotel. At tho 
same gathering Frank A. Vanderlip, 
president of tho National City bank of 
New York, decrying danger from an- 
other source, declared that the pass- 
age of tho Glass-Owen bill in Its pres- 
ent form "would start the country on 
the road to flat money," a possibility, 
he said, "that contains elements of a 
national disaster." 

Mr. Hill characterized tho over-issu- 
ance of securities as a financial de- 
bauch, but spared the railroads In his 
arraignment. The liquidating value of 
railroad property, he asserted. "Is ao 
far in excess of Ita capitalization that 
tho margin of safety Is plainly In 
view." It was on industrial promo- 
tions and on the extravagance of 
states and cities that he laid tho bur- 
den of hla censure.. 

Formerly, he said, the limit of a 
bond Issue waa the value of the prop- 
erty as an asset for Immediate con- 
version by forced sale at any time Into 
caah. In days of soberer financing. 
an Industrial concern was capitalized 
at Bomewhere near the actual amount 
of caah put into tho business.

John Llnd, personal jrepreaentatlve 
of President Wilson in Mexico, con- 
ferred today at Vera Cruz with the 
Xorwoglan. German. Russian, French 
and Spanish Ministers to Mexico. He 
conferred with those diplomatic offl- 
cera yesterday, too. 

The subject of tho conference be- 
tween ilr. Llnd and tho foreign repre- 
sentatives were tho two plans Presi- 
dent Wilson has mapped out and one 
of which, If not both, he will follow.

"Wo 
wore largo bamboo mushroom hats, 
on which tho worda, "We two shad- 
owy pilgrims of the holy highway" 
were written; and our shoulders bore, 
according to tho fashion, wide straw 
rain-coats. "Wo sang a song that was 
not of a city's rise or fall, but of a 
wind or flower, for wo were" glad that 
our aacent of Fuji mountain had atart- 
ed well. But where was tho moun- 
tain? "Wo were. Indeed, hardly yet 
on the real Fuji; but the way In 
front and behind ua was darkened 
by tho heavy fog, except for a few 
yarda. "We were encouraged by tho 
guide, who aasured us of tho fair sun- 
light on Fuji' mountain, on whoso 
top our footsteps would be printed on 
the morrow. 

Tho mists did not disappear even 
when we reached UmagayeshI, or 
"The Place to Bid Your Horse Adieu."
